A'lot of the reasoning for the things we 
mention Is Just about as logical as com- 
placency Itself.

Earl Murphy, secretary of the Idaho Stale 
Chamber of Commerce, cleared up .lonie of 
these mistaken ideas at the Gooding county 
Grassman of the Year banqucH-eccntly, Ills 
remarks were not quite In kecplns with all 
this "decade of progress" talk we are hearing 
nowadays. 

Not only did Mr. Murphy quote flgurci to 
prove that Industry actually Is showing less 
profit year after year on larger volumes of 

■ .business because ot Increased costs and tax- 
; atlon, but he exploded other popular supposl- 

■ tlons as well. _ 

"You cannot save money to Invest today," 
"'ho said, "because Income taxes do not permit 

■ of such saving, 

"Docs a starting Income tax of 8 per cent 
' on corporntlon net profits, such as we now 
have InJdaho, encourage- new capital to come 
Into the state? 

"Can Idaho farmers. In the years In which 
they make net profits, retain enough under 

■ our present tax system to Invest In Job-mak- 
Jng. prollt-paylng enterprises In the state? 

"You may have some Idea of the number 
of Investors if requires In this nation to make 
..up the stock ownership of our Industrial 
economy when I tell you that there arc more 
than 8 1/2 million stockholders In the ap- 
proximately 5G;1.0tfO large and small entcr- 
prises In the country.
